A M arvelous R e scu e . 
[From the Daily New*.] 


On Saturday last Major John I). Stew art, 
who live* on his farm near the nortli base of 
Stone mountain, A tlanta, G eorgia, thought lie 
heard the voice of u man in distress on the 
steep eidn of (lie m ountain. 
Upon looking up 
he tim the head of u man and saw him waving 
his hands for succor. 
The man called to lite 
m ajor for n drink of water, ami said that he 
hail hut little money, lait he would give it nil 
to lie taken from the place ho was. 
The Ma­ 
jor asked him if he was not hoaxing him. The 
man replied that lie was in earnest, 
Caution- 
ing the man to keep quiet, tile gentlem an pro­ 
ceeded at once to town ami obtained assist­ 
ance. 
The news spread like wild fire over town, 
and every heart ran out in anguish for the 
condition of the unfortunate one. 
Those who 
went to the rescue made “ quick tim e ’ to get 
there. 
Men were stationed ut the lame on the 


north side to signal the party on the top at 
ivhat time to descend. 
Securing the rojie to u cedar tree firmly im- 
IKidded between two m assive rocks, tw o gen­ 
tlemen made the |ierilons descent to secure 
the man. 
About three hundred f«N“t from the 
top of the mountain they cam e to him. 
He 
was lying iu a gulch, or water course, furrow­ 
ed out of the rock by rains. 
One foot was 
jam m ed into a crevice, and the other bent 
under his body. 
Ile was hugging the rock 
closely, while one hand w.is g n tsjed in the 
strap on the collar et Ids coat. 
A sm all Fil ­ 
let of rock, two or three feet long and u foot 
or so wide, was all that was between him and 
a fall of some twelve hundred feet; either to 


th * right or left, he would have l**on precipi­ 
tated to the liottom, twelve hundred b v t, ami 
only a horrible B a a s would have fevn found lo 


tell the tale. 
Ile bad lain there from Friday evening late 
until Saturday evening. 
His anxieties ami 
Hollering* were intense. 
His feet were swol­ 
len, lacerated, ami blistered by the hot rocks; 
the sun poured u|k>ii him iu its lk*rcest rays, 
causing the most excriu iatiu g thirst am i pro­ 
ducing almost entire blindness. 
Death seem­ 
ed to start1 him in the face on all sides. 
Re­ 
turn without friendly ald he could not. 
Ile 
was afraid to move cither to the right or left, 
or get up, for that terrible full was bs'sea I Ii 
him. 
Without succor he must die a linger!n r, 
torturing deuth of thirst urn! starvation. 
In adjusting tho ro|»e several rocks were iii 
the way, mid hairing that the rope might dis­ 
lodge them and bring them down u|m>ii the 
unfortunate man, they were removed 
and 
thrown oft in such a direction as not to strike 
on the rpot occupied by the man. 
With a 
crashing noise they rolled to the brow of the 
precipice OU a line with him, aud then piling- 


rd down that terrible distance, bur.r:."< them­ 


selves in the earth a t the base. 
Reaching the place the rope wus tied around 


the man and he w as then conducted lo a place 
of safety. Upon reaching the summit, the res­ 
cued man was so thirsty that he would have 
emptied a bucket of water at 
oho or two 
draughts had h« been suffered to do so. 
He 
was carried to a neigtilioriug store and cured 
for. 
On Friday evening the man alluded to, re­ 
puted to be a -Mr. McCarty, of Villa Rica, 
Carol county, went to the top of Stowe Moun­ 
tain, taking with him a liottle of whiskey.— 
Ile druuk rather freeiey, and jicrhap* 
was 
light-beaded. 
Ile started down iii search of 
the “ Devil** cross DMM Is,” and flndiug the *1**- 
Kcent 
becoming ubrupt, he pulled oil 
his 
boot*. 
He had not gone far when he recol­ 
lects falling and scram bling. 
His boots were 
found, with an empty bottle, ut Ihe foot of h 
cedar tree, some IOO feel above where he was 
found, 
lien ee it is supi*******! that he fell and 
scrambled together som e forty or fifty feet.— 
He recollect* having hi* IkhiU there. 
Tile ac­ 
cident occurred si iou t nightfall. 
It i* doubt- 
h**s one of the most miraculous escapes from 


death on record. 


A second assay was made, much more thor­ 
oughly than tho first. 
By cutting into the 
body of the supposed nugget with a chisel, it 
was discovered that under the handsome sur­ 
face of yelllow gold, through which deceptive 
pieces of white quartz cropped out, was a thin 
layer of silver; under the silver, one of copper; 
and beneath all a base lump of lead. 
The 
French bankers estim ated the value of the 
gold coating at About f t , OOO. 
The last assay 
at the New York office show# it to have been 
but $380, the weight after melting having 
dwindled to 103 ounces troy, mid the average 


fineness. 


The sequel to this story is the m ost curious 
part of nil. 
It is told by the editor of Hie 
Stockton RepnGicnn as follows: 
It may not Ik* out ot place to record what 
wre know of the nugget alaite alluded to. 
In 
th * summer of 1834 aud 1835, late one even­ 
ing. Isaac'E l well, a clerk in the house of 
Adams A Co., In Stockton, cam e to the Br- 
publican office and stated that Mr. Noyes, the 
agent, desired to see the writer of this article 
ut the express office. 
On our arrival, in com ­ 
pany with John Crofton, 
we found Noyes, 
Fred. Cohen, a clerk in the office, Henry A. 
Crabb, and two men dressed in miners' garb, 
surrounding a roll of dirty blankets. 
After our entrance Cohen commenced un­ 
rolling. and soon was presented to view a 
lump of gold that appeared to la* eight or 
nine inches w ide, a foot or more long, aud 


four inches iii thickness. 
All were astonished 
at the sight, and it was placed on a platform 
scale that stood In the room, and weighed.— 
Its weight was I Cg A [rounds. 
The two men 
slated that in sinking a shalt, 
a few 
miles 
from Murphy'n cam p. they hail found tbs nug­ 
get, at the close of a hap! day's w ork; and not 
wishing to create any excitem ent, they carried 
it into their c*bin, rolled it into their blunk- 
its , and tiKik the stag*' I s it pus-ed th** next j 
morning, without disclosing to those iu th** 
neighborhood their aood fortune. 
The evening we saw the nugget of gold iu 
the e x pDN*s office, half a dozen of pieces wen* 
cut from it, in various places, w ith a chisel, 
the one presented to Mr. Noyes weighing mop* 
than live dollars, all the purest quality of gold. 
In our presence Noyes oiler***! tilt* men $10,- 
000 for the lump, which they unhesitatingly 
refused. 
The next day the miner., hail u Irox 
made, if we m istake not, try It. is. Ellsworth, 
iii which to take their treasure to tin* Atlantic 
Hates. 
What becam e of the wonderful lump 
of gobi after leaving here vve know not, bul 
that it was genuine when brought to this city 
there is no doubt.
